Havana merchants are becoming accus- 
tomed to the new custom-house methods.

‘WAS NEVER PROSECUTED. 


Omaha, Neb., Jan. 8.—[{Special.]—The 
nomination of Charles P. Mathewson of Ne- 
braska by President McKinley on Saturday 
to the position of Agent of the Omaha and 
Winnebago reservation has created a genu- 
ine sensation in Nebraska. Today it is the 
talk of the State, because the career of 

Mathewson is most sensational. 

_ For years he was a fugitive from justice, 
though at one time one of the most promi- 
nent politicians and bankers in Nebraska. 

Mathewson is the former President of 
the Norfolk National Bank, and his career 
jn the State has been sensational in the ex- 
reme. 

Charles Mathewson came to Nebraska in 
1878 from one of the best families in Con- 
necticut and early established himself and 
grew up with the new State, becoming one 
of the most prominent bankers, as well as 
one of the leaders of the Republican party. 

In 1883 he established a private bank at 
Norfolk and operated it successfully until in 
1885, when it was merged into the Norfolk 
Mathewson becoming its Presi- 
dent. 

‘In the meantime he had been in the Legis- 
Maure and was once Speaker of the House. 
In 1884 he was much talked of for Governor. 
March 21, 1886, he left Norfolk with a con- 
siderable quantity of currency to deposit 
in the Omaha National Bank. 

A week passed and nothing being heard 
from him his friends were alarmed. It was 
found that he had not deposited the money. 

A week later a letter was received from 
Mathewson by his wife, mailed in Chicago, 
saying he was financtally ruined and could 
not face the calamity, ahd advising her that 
if she desired to communicate with him it 
must be through ®personals in a New York 
paper. That was the last heard of Mathew- 
son in Nebraska for many years. 

In the meantime attachments for $58,000 
were run on the bank, but its friends were 
wealthy and rallied toits support. 

Most of these obligations were covered by 
real estate left by the former President. 
The greatest loss was in deposit certificates 
for sums issued by Mathewson’s private 
bank. These deposits were coming due at 
the time Mathewson left and he could not 
meet them. : 

His friends always asserted that his only 
criminal act was in carrying away with him 


Omaha, and that the large sums lost were 
indiscreet loans to friends. 

When Mathewson completely disappeared 
his friends declared he had been murdered 
in order that the thugs might secure the 
currency he was known to have carried with 
him for the ostensible purpose of depositing 
at Omaha. 

In truth, long after he had communicated 
with his wife many of his influential friends 
believed the man had been killed and that 
the alleged communications to his family 
were merely to shield the murderers. 

Later, as the badly-mixed bank and’ guar- 
dianship affairs in which he was interested 
became public, many of his old friends ad- 
mitted they thought he absconded, but to 
this day there are many people in Nebraska 
who think Mathewson’s disappearance was 
a case of temporary aberration. | 

When Mathewson returned to the State 
years later he never vouchsafed an ex- 
planation, and to this day he has kept his 
own counsel on the subject. Several years 
ago, when he returned, criminal prosecution 
owas barred by the statute of limitations. 
He had been living all those years in Cplora- 
do. Returning to Nebraska, he became a 
clerk in a bank at Wakefield, Neb. |

Fiftieth Anniversary of the Founding 
of the Order Is Commemorated 
by District Lodge No. 2.

At 
the next meeting the objects of the order 
were defined and the motto of the order, 
“Friendship, Love, and Truth,” was 
adopted. 

The order had a membership of 928 and a 
capitai ‘of $30,000 in 1863. It now has over 
12,000 members and a reserve fund of $1,000,-

_ BLES INTO THE FRASER.

Course of an Important Stream in Ca- 
nadian Pacific Territory, British Co- 
lumbia, Is Altered to the Extent of 
Half a Mile and Much Damage to 
Property Resulte—Valuable Farme 
Destroyed—No Loss of Life Is Re- 

ported, 


Vancbuver, B. C., J 8.—[Special. ]—News 
was received in this city this afternoon of 
a tremendous landslide near Spence’s Bridge, 
on the Canadian Pacific railway. The recent 
thaw had the effect of loosening the sides of 
@ smell mountain, which overhangs the 
Fraser River at that point. This mountain 
has long been an object of curiosity to trav- 
elers on account of i peculiar position, its 
flat summit extendi a considerable dis- 
tance over the river, which is narrow at that 
point. 

Yesterday people living in the vicinity 
noticed that an immense block of the moun- 
tain had loosened. It appeared as though 
@ great crack which constantly widened had 
almost divided the elevated and overhanging 
part in twain. Some of the more cautious 
left their homes, fearing a repetition of the 
big Ashcroft slide of several weeks ago. 
Shortly after midnight last night, with a 
roar that could be heard for over a mile, fully 
a hundred acres of the hill, anywhere from 
twenty to fifty feet in depth, crashed into 
the Fraser, damming it completely and send- 
ing the water in mad torrents over the fertile 
Nicola Valley. The course of the river was 
changed completely. Hundreds of dead fish 
can now be seen in the old river bed. 

The oldest inhabitant does not know where 
he is at, for now the Fraser, which, owing to 
the flat nature of the country, has grown into 


@ broad, majestic, but shallow, stream, is 


fully half a mile out of its course, and joins 
the old river bed at a considerable distance 
below the bridge. | 

For miles around the ranchers and farmers 
were roused by the noise and shock incident 
to the slide. Fortunately the district is 
sparsely settled, and no lives have been lost 
so far as known. Barns and houses, however, 
were caught in the flood and carried away, 
and thousands of acres of valuable land will 
never be reclaimed from the muddy waters 
of the Fraser in its new course. The valley 
at this point is so deep that it has been 
necessary to dike a certain portion of it to 
prevent floods.in the spring. The present 
course of the river is directly through a 
large ranch owned by John Calland, which. 
was in a high state of cultivation. It is 


feared also that the new course of the river 
will take in several lets, populated chiefly 
by miners. | 


At the point where the immense masses of 
earth dammed up the river flat ice has gath- 
ered and raised itself high into the air, 
forming an imposing and picturesque sight. 
The collapsed mountain presents @ queer as- 
pect. It looks as if dynamite had been dis- 
charged near its now ragged summit. The 
total damage to property is not known, but 
it will be large. | 

It is not known how the Canadian Pacific 
railway, which crosses hear this point, fared. 
The officials are reticent. The slide is the 
most terrific of its kind in the history of 
the province.

the Governor will remove the members when 
he decides upon his new appointees. 
. Frank Fleury, the newly elected secretary 
of the board, is a partisan Democrat, and the 
Governor was opposed to his selection on 
that ground, having nothing personally 
against the man.

'* Brown’s in Town” is a roaring farce 
which makes no pretenses and therefore re- 
quires no apology. It is the kind of play 
which Mr. Broadhurst has been trying to 
write for several years, but has always 
failed to produce, because he has his eyes 
. too much upon other people’s work and is 
also stirred by a noble desire to observe 
the proprieties.. Mr. Mark E. Swan, the 
author of the farce at McVicker’s, has been 
hampered by no such scruples. The com- 
plications which arise in his play are of a 
rather delicate nature, as may be easily 
gathered from the fact that the plot re- 
quires two young men to assume, each in 
turn, the position of husband to two or three 
young women at one and the same moment. 
The object is to conceal the one real mar- 
riage from an irate father, who fumes with 
great zeal through three consecutive acts. 
With such a situation conversation is apt 
to turn upon risky topics, and Mr. Mark 
Swan has not evaded the consequences of 
his rash plot—indeed there are many lines 
which might make even a Sunday night au- 
dience blush. But trusting in the good in- 
tentions of his hearers the dramatist has 
glided lightly but fearlessly over the thin 
ice and no one gets much of a ducking in the. 
long run. 

The farce is played with plenty of spirit, 
and is fairly amusing, but it must be ad- 
mitted that by far the best feature of the 
piece is the singing of Miss Belle Davis, 
whose coon songs are as good as they can be. 
if there had been a little more of Miss Davis 
the play would have been a good deal better. 
Miss Josie Sadler has a good character 
sketch as a German heiress, and Mr. Edward 
Abeles and Mr. John Lancaster as the two 
young men whose matrimonial matters get 
so terribly entangled work hard and suc- 
cessfully to hold the attention of the audi- 
ence. | 

Mr. James Barrows was at times inartic- 
ulate, probably on account of the weather, 
but he fumed for three acts with a good 
will.

| ‘(fhe sterling merits of “ Way Down East ” 
fwere sufficiently recognized when Lottie 
Blair Parker’s pastoral drama was first pro- 
duced in Chicago about a year ago. There 
is this difference, however, about the per- 
formance which was given at the Grand 
Opera-House last night, that the company 
now appearing in the play is a good one in 
nearly every and a long and pros- 
perous season in New York and Boston has 
brought about a smoothness and complete- 
ness in the rendering of “‘ Way Down Hast ”’ 
which are worthy of James Herne and his 
company. in “‘ Shore Acres’”’ or Denman 
Thompson in “ The Old Homestead.”’ 

The etory as told in these columns is of 
the simple and conventional type so well 
known to the students of ruralbdrama. As 
soon as Miss Phebe Davis comes upon the 
stage in the first act it is perfectly evident 
from her dress and behavior that she is the 
victim of some rich man. Women in real life 
do not always carry about with them the’ 
marks of past disgrace, but they invariably 
do so in plays like “*‘ Way Down East,” and 
the audience would not have it otherwise. 
There is a similar conventionality about 
Lennox Sanderson, who shortly arrives on 
the peaceful scene. His sporting make-up 
and his first few words proclaim him the 
cad and the betrayer of the poor girl. ere 
never was quite such a cad in real life, but. 
again the convention is almost necessary 
and almost convincing. en the curtain 
at the end of the first act falls upon a touch- 
ing scene between the ruined girl and the 
good-hearted squire’s son, who takes back 
the poor creature to his mother’s roof when 
she has just made up her mind to go away 
and escape the man who had deceived her 
with a pretense of marriage, the story is 
practically unfolded, and the next three acts 
merely carry out a destiny that is easily 
foretold. The squire’s son has been half 
engaged to his cousin Kate, but now finds 
himself in love with this poor waif. The 
time comes, of course, when her shame is 
discovered; the villain, who, in the mean- 
time, is a suitor for Kate's hand, is un- 
masked, the squire rages, and the unhappy 
wictim of circumstances goes out into the 
pid familiar snow-storm, only to be rescued 
nd brought back by her true-hearted lover. 
rhe esquire listens to the words of Holy 
(Writ, grows relentant, and ali ends happily. 
- The story is just as old as the hills of New 

| but it has the merit of being well 
told, with just the right touch of sentiment 
and lIfttle of the irrelevant realism which is 
apt to mar most ofthe plays of the same 
class. The performance is beautifully knit 
together and the acting ie most commend- 
able. Mr. Odell Williams, perhaps, carries 
off first honors with his sketch of the old 
Squire, chiefly because his manner is so aat- 
mural and his humor never forced. The star 
part is in the hands of Miss Phebe Davis, 
who does a nice, quiet piece of acting ag the 
Ww heroine of the play. It is not her 
fault that the part itself is stagey, nor is 
she accountable for the fact that Anna 
Moore seems rather out of place among the 
other characters,which are drawn withagood 
deal of regard for artistic verity. Miss Davis 
does not triumph over her part, but she does 
much as any Ome well could do within the 
ts prescribed. Mr. Forrest Robinson, 
who will be remembered as the Angel Clare 
of Mrs. Fiske’s first production of “ Tess,” 
plays the part of the good-hearted Squire's 
gon, and if he is sometimes rather too good 
‘to be true the audience is not likely to object. 
Mr. Walter Hodges subdues the villain as 
far as the lines permit him.

7 Definitions do not alter facts. Whether 
Bryan calls his opposition to the retention 
of the Philippines “ anti-expansion”’ or 
“ anti-imperialism ” does not change the 
fact that he is calling on the people of the 
United States to surrender territory which 
is theirs by conquest and purchase—territory 
which represents in part the war indemnity 
which this country had a right to call upon 
Spain to pay, but which it refrained from 
demanding on account of Spanish poverty. 
The American people are too sensible to be 
scared by words. They will not abandon 
the Philippines because Bryan calls their 
retention “imperialism.” Sixty yeare ago 
Chief Justice Marshall spoke of this coun- 
try, much emaller and less populous then 
than now, as “ the American empire.” The 
phrase did not frighten the Democrats of 
Jackson’s day. The United States has be- 
come in truth a grand democratic empire. 

If Bryan is an anti-imperialist, as he de- 
fines imperialism, he is opposed to the ac- 
quisition of Hawaii, for all except a handful 
of its inhabitants are not a “ homogeneous 
people.”

SELECTION OF CANDIDATES. 

Governor Mount of Indiana states in his 
annual message to the Legislature that “if 
corrupt men are selected to make laws, 
and if incompetent men are chosen to fill 
official positions, then evil results are cer- 
tain to follow.” Few will deny the correct- 
ness of these observations. Then the Gov- 
ernor goes on to remark that in order to 
prevent the election of corrupt and in- | 
competent men— , 

The nomination for candidates for office should 
be as far removed as possible from the dominance 
of political leaders and ring politicians, giving 
to all voters an equal, free, and untrammeied 
right to be heard in the selection of candidates. 

In order that voters may be given the 
right to be heard in the selection of candi- 
dates the Governor recommends the enact- 
ment of a “ strict primary election law.” 

If Governor Mount will apply for infor- 
mation to some of the Chicagoans who 
have been fighting the “ring politicians” 
of this city for the last few years they will 
tell him the kind of legislation he aske for 
does not put an end to “the dominance 
of political leaders and ring politicians.” 
The Illinois Legislature enacted nearly a 
year ago a “strict primary election law.”* 
It has not been in force long enough to show 


| that it will strengthen the dominance of 


political leaders. It has been in force 
long énough to show that ft will not weaken 
their-dominahce materially. The politi- 
cians did not favor the passage of the law, 
but when‘ it went into force they set to 
work to make it as harmless to themselves 
as possible, and they seem to have suc- 
ceeded. | 

It has been found to be true in Tlinois, 
and it will prove true in Indiana when the 
experiment is tried, that a law giving all 
voters the free, full right to be heard in 
the sélection of candidates does not improve 
the quality of the candidates, so long as 
the voters do hot make any effort to take 
‘advantage of the law. The new Illinois 
statute had been much talked about be- 
fore the first primary election. was held 
under it. There was the charm of novel- 
ty. The vote cast, however, was much 
smajler than had .been anticipated. The 
election last fall was an important one. A 
large number of candidates had to be se- 
lected. The voters did not take a lively 
interest; however, in their selection. ve 

The truth is that no law can take from 
the political leaders that pretminent ad- 
vantage they enjoy in the selection of can- 
didates. As a rule the mass of the voters, 
especially in the cities, take no interest 
whatever in candidates until they have 
been nominated. Then they begin to dis- 
cover their virtues.or fheir demerits. The 
politicians are “in politics” all the time. | 
| The people take no interest in polities until 
an election is: near at hand, Even then 
it takes great exertions to stir them up 
and induce them to turn out and vote. 
If the Republican or Democratic voters 
took a hundredth part of the intérest in 
politics the politicians do, and had any 
preferences as to the selection of candi- 
dates, those candidates would be nom- 
inated with or without a strict primary 
election law, just as Colonel Roosevelt was 
‘in New York last year. The voters do 
not take any warm interest, however. 
They .grumble occasionally when the poli- 
ticlans give them a speciaNy bad candi- 
date, but as a rule they accept apathet- 
ically the candidates the bosses select. 

Months ago the local politicians began 
making up their slate, picking out the men ’ 
to be sent to the Legislature and to be 
put in other offices. The voters, as dis- 
tinguished from the politicians, gave the 
subject no attention. They did not talk 
over among themselves the men they pre- 
ferred, When the primaries were held 
they had no candidates to present. The 
politicians had, and they had a well-dis- 
ciplined body of followers ready to vote 
for their candidates, Of course those can- 
didates were selected. They always will 
the — generally are as keen- 
al — are.

SCHOOLS FOR PORTO RICO. 

General John Eaton, who for sixteen 
years was at the head of the United States 
Bureau of Education, sailed last Thursday 
for Porto Rico, being instructed by the 
President to supervise the work of educa- 
tion in the island. This is an important 
mission, and General Eaton has eminent 
qualifications for it. ‘The work is not begun 
any too soon. The Porto Ricans are ready 
and eager for it. They have welcomed the 
American flag with enthusiasm. They are 
not slow to understand that nothing is more 
characteristic about the true Americanism 
than popular education. Many of them have 
shown an almost pathetic eagerness to. 
learn our language. There are already 
some 500 schools, such as they are, on the 


| island. 


Of course a high order of wisdom and tact 
will be necessary in the effort to establish 
a compulsory system of public schools, The 
movement will encounter some opposition. 
Ignorance, prejudice, and suspicion will 
here and there’be in the way, but the Porto 
Ricans do not appear to be a bigoted feo- 
ple. The advantages of education along 
American lines of school training will be 
obvious to them, and the fact that the na- 
tional government is interested in the mat- 
ter will itself have great influence. That 
the greatness, the freedom, the prosperity, 
and happiness of the American people, with 
all their free and beneficent institutions, 
are largely due to the universal education 
of the people cannot escape the attention 
of the more thonghtful and well disposed 
Porto Ricans.

OF INTEREST FROM EXCHANGES. 
Commercial Possibilities Which Wait 
Upon the Completion of Pacific Cable 
—Our Growing with Orient. 


If a man fifty years ago had declared that 


by the end of this century it would be pos- 


sible to send a message around the world in 
three seconds he would have been promptly 
set down as a lunatic. Yet he would have 
stated no more than the truth, as is soon to 
be made manifest. Plans are now on foot to 
lay a cable across the Pacific that will be 
7,000 miles long and will cost upward of 
$7,000,000. 

When most of us went to school a map of 
the world was ood to be a map of 
that part of it that is above water, But the 
time is not far off when a proper map of the 
world will include that which is under water 
as well as that which is above. The naval 
hydrographic office is now ready and waiting 
for wofd to begin the survey of the route 
over which the cable from San Francisco to 
Manila is to pass. The sea floor from Calli- 
fornia to the Hawaiian Islands has already 
been , and when the track from Hon- 
olulu to Luzon is completed the whole will 
be shown up in a map having outlines and 
colors almost as elaborate as any map of 
the earth’s land surface. The Pacific island- 
ers are simply people living on the tops of 
great submerged mountains In the sea. 

A cable of such immense length and costing 
$1,000 a mile is a project that is, after all, not 
so important on account of its sige and nov- 
elty as because of its coming commercial 
significance to this country. Not only will 
it “break the back,” so to speak, of the 
present English monopoly which carries a 
dispatch to Manila by way of Hongkong at 
the extortionate rate of $3 a word, but it will 


| enable us to come into independent commu- | 


nication with the leading Chinese ports, and 
develop a ramified trade in the East of 
almost unlimited extent. 

And what nation is more warranted in 
having rapid and independent access to the 
commercial and financial pulse of the East 
than our own land? If there is any Ameri- 
can who fancies that we are even at this 
early stage of development occupying a back 
seat in the Hast, let him lose no time in in- 
forming himself that the trade of the United 
States with the celestial empire is already 
greater by several millions of dollars than 
that of all continental Burope and Asiatic 
Russia combined. A cable te the Philippines 
is of course worth much in itself; but it is on 
the Chinese coast that far richer fortunes 
await us. Last year the United States had 
15 per cent of the entire trade of China with 
the outside world. It has double the trade. 
with China that Germany enjoys and is only 
sécond to Great Britain. In the matter of 
cotton, one of our leading staples, China 
takes 40 per cent of all the manufactured 
goods we export. Some of us speak with a 
ce air of awe about the commercial 
interests of the European powers in China, 
in apparent ignorance of the fact that our 
American interests are far greater than 
oe of all the continental nations com- 

ined. 

Our projected cable to the Philippines, then, 
means, in addition to the handsome trade 
we expect to develop there, independent 


telegraphic communication with the Chinese” 


merchants of seventeen ports, and later the 
same access to Japanese markets. From 
time to time we shall put a commercial 
“tab” on some new oceanic island, and the 
service that now costs $3.a word will cost not 
over $1. We are not only in the procession 
of nations having interests. in the East, but, 
next to Great Britain, we are at the head of 
the line commercially. If this is our present 
standing, what may we not expect when we 
have secured all the modern conveniences 
for negotiating directly for trade in any sec- 
tion of the world?—Boston Globe.

Advises Prompt Medical Attention 
When the First Symptoms of tlie 
Malady Become Apparent—Hospi- 
tals Crowded with Patient 


Blowly but surely the grip ts | 
its sway over Chicago's population, and 
people in all parts of the city are acknowl- 
edging the temporary supremacy of the un- 
welcome invader frqm the realm of the Czar. 
Already there have been many deaths in 
the city caused directly or indirectly by the 
eeisionse of the germs of Russian in- 
fluenza, for that is what medital mén say 
is the correct name for grip, — : 

Dr. R. Reynolds, City Health Commis-. 
sioner, says it is impossible to tell what 
proportion of the deaths in the city are to 
be attributed rightly to this epidemic, but 


he declares there is no doubt'the germs are | 


prevalent, that @ large proportion of the 
people have been affected by them, and that 
many deaths have resulted from diseases 
aggravated by the grip which without this 
added complication might not have proved | 
fatal. 
' Nearly every hospital in the city reports 
that its wards’ are unusually crowded and 
that this is due to the grip epidemic... From 
the County Hospital to the smallest private 
ganitarium the story is the same: * 
overrun with grip patients.”’ 

But the regular practitioners of the city 

give the strongest proof that the disease 
has the city firmly in its grasp. From every 
side they give testimony that the indus- 
trious germs are producing a heavy harvest 
of disease throughout the city. They tell 
of many cases in which entire families have 
been stricken. 
» Physicians agree, too, that the disease has 
added danger.from the fact that many per- 
sons, because it is not violent in its symp- 
toms, think it is safe to treat itdightly. On 
this point Dr. Reynolds said: 

“If people are wise, as s00n as symptoms 
of the grip appear they will secure com- 
petent medical attention, for there are so | 
many ways in which the germs affect the | 
systems of Gifferent people that it is almost 
certain ifa person has a weak spot the germs 
will find it. It attacks the throat and lungs 
in some people, the stomach and gastrie 
glands in others, and the nervous system in 
many more. If a man has only a slight, 
tendency to Bright's disease an attack of 
grip, if-not carefully attended to from the 
start, is almost sure to develop an ailment 
that will be really serious, though grip alone 
might not Be considered so. | 

“There is no need for the people to be 
panic-stricken or unduly alarmed, but they 
should know the facts and be prepared to 
meet them.

In THB SUNDAY TRIBUNE of yesterday alone 
there were eleven different advertisements 
of articles guaranteed to prevent or cure the 
grip, ia grippe,"” the “ grip influenza,” and 
the same thing under other names. 

Dr.’ Gehrmann, bacteriologist of the City 

Health department, speaking oef.the grip and | 
grip germs, said: } 
“We are testing several specimens here 
which may pfove to be’ grip germs; ‘they 
have not developed sufficiently yet for us to 
determine. ‘The germs generally attack a 
person by attaching theméelves to the mu- 
cous. membrane the throat or bron- 
chia] tubes, or to some part of the alimentary 
tract,. In. multiplying they throw off a poi- 
sonous substance that is taken into the cir- 
culation by absorption. It is this that causes 
the mischief, and its effects are so 4nanifold 
that the symptoms of grip are numerous.”’

GOSPEL AS SHIELD OF STATE. 


| Dr. J. L. Jackson Considers the Adap- 


tation of Christianity to 


In the Hyde Park Baptist Church yester- 
day morning the pastor, Dr. J. L. Jackson, 
spoke on “ The Adaptation of the Christian 
Religion to Human Nature.” He sald:’ 

“It is a mistake to suppose that the world 
is‘ outgrowing Christianity. It has more in- 


‘fluence in this country today than it had a 


hundred years ago. There is less infidelity 
and more Christian faith among our civil 
and military leaders now than there was in 
the days of the revolution. 

“How men come to together in 
peace and security is the great problem of 
sociology and political economy. Hatred, 
cruelty, unholy ambition, and personal dis- 
honesty have wrought havoc with human 
society. These vices stand in the way of the 
best social order. The Christian religion 
has proved itself to be the moral force 
which can most effectively bind human 
beings together in love and mutual helpful- 
ness. It is fitted in an eminent degree to 
build up those virtues which Me at the basis 
of the ideal state. It is the constant enemy 
of vice and crime. In a community where 
civil officers shield and condone law-break- 
ers Christian citizens instinctively combine 
to enforce law and order. In this way the 
gospel of Christ hecomes the safeguard and 
security of the state. 

“ The Christian réligion is just as service- 
able in the bright days of life as in the dark. 
It enables men to live nobly as well as to die 
bravely. Its mission is to teach men how to 
make the most out of life. It transforms 
our human nature into a divine nature and 
sends man forth into the new age a veritable 
son of God.” 


AUTHORSHIP OF DEUTERONOMY. 


Jenkin Lloyd Jones Discusses Its His- 
tory in the Light of Modern 
Scholarship. 


Jenkin Lloyd Jones, at All Souls’ Church 
yesterday, gave the sixth sermon on He- 
brew literature, his subject being ‘“ Deu- 
teronomy,’’ the alleged finding of which ho 
described as one of the most dramatic and 
far-reaching events not only in the history 
of the- Jews, but in the religious history oj 
the race. He said that scholars who have 
studied Deuteronomy as scientific men study 
geology ‘‘ have come or are to the 
conclusion that, instead of being actually.a 
direct product of Moses, this book must have 
been made at or near the time of its discoy- 
ery, and that it was brought forth in this 
emergency for a specific and obvious pur- 
pose, and that it accomplished in a striking 
way-—not what it hoped for, perhaps, but 
something more. 

“Some good scholars think that the book 
may have been shaped during the reign of 
Hezekiah,” he said, ‘‘ the great-grandfather 
of Josiah, under the inspiration of that other 
great prophet premier, Isaiah, and that it 
was an actual find in the time of Josiah: but 
most scholars see, In the way the book fits 
into the spirit, teachings, even the phrases 
of Jeremiah, evidence that the book must 
have been shaped by his spirit if not con- 
structed under his direction or largely writ- 
ten and compiled by his dictation.
